That’s the result of a landmark VSF Appeals Board 
decision concerning a successful protest by Second Divi- 
sion title contender Melbourne over the eligibility of 
goalkeeper Dennis Boland, at the time on loan to South 
Melbourne Mordialloc. 

For years the VSF interpreted the deadline section in 
its constitution as applying only to players transferring 
from clubs under the VSF umbrella. Transfer forms had 
to be bought at Soccer House and lodged before June 
30.PSL, interstate and overseas players were a differ- 
ent kettle of fish. The deadline didn’t apply to them. 
They needed clearances from the clubs they were lea- 
ving. No transfer forms had to be lodged. 





South Melbourne Mordialloc has been struggling all 
season to avoid relegation. It approached Eeetecsey 
J.U.S.T. and negotiated a loan arrangement for Boland. 
J.U.S.T. received $2,008 from the Second Division club 
with a further $590 due at the end of September. 

South Melbourne Mordialloc bought a transfer form 
from Soccer House on June 6 without realising that it 
wasn't needed. Had the club merely gained a clearance 
for Boland from the PSL and lodged it at Soccer House 
before the deadline Boland would have been its player. 
The transfer form and PSL clearance for Boland were

everything was in order. Both thought the deadline 
didn’t apply to Boland, a PSL player joining a VSF club. 
They thought that he was in the same category as an 
interstate or overseas player. 

Boland played a vita] role in South Melbourne Mor- 
dialloc’s 1-0 league win against Melbourne which protes- 
ted within the stipulated 72 hour limit after the match 
and claimed that Boland was an ineligible player. Mel- 
bourne lost its case. The VSF tribunal upheld the con- 
stitutional interpretation of its federation. 

Melbourne appealed within the stipulated 21-day

VSF wrongly interpreted this area of its constitution. 

South Melbourne Mordialloc was shown to have acted 
in ignorance and was absolved of any allegations of de- 
ceit. The board also ruled that all other appearances by 
Boland for South Melbourne Mordialloc were not 
grounds for protests. Melbourne was the only club 
which protested within the 72 hour limit. 

The June 30 transfer deadline doesn’t stop VSF clubs 
from importing players at a later date. 

It has been a costly experience for South Melbourne 
Mordialloc which still has to talk to J.U.S.T. about the 
$500 it owes in September as part of the loan agreement 
for Boland. 

J.U.S.T. probably will offer to play an end-of-season 
friendly at Schintler Reserve against South Melbourne

That statement, by St George 
striker - Ted Macdougall is a 
disturbing one. 

Macdougall’s opinion has 
weight behind it, bearing in 
mind his many years in Eng- 
lish soccer, playing in most 
of the divisions. , 

I find the statement disturbing 
for several reasons. 

Where aggression and physical 
force dominate, skill ob- 
viously will suffer. 

There also is a tendency to ac- 
centuate the demand for ag- 
gression as a compensation 
for lack of skill. 

This then can produce (excuse 
the pun, a vicious circle, 
with players and teams 
being asked to play even 
more aggressively to count- 
er-balance their skill 
deficiency. 

The numerous players now 
being sent off in Philips 

League and State League 
games is part indication that 
physical force is an import- 
ant ingredient in our soccer. 

Our most successful team, 
Sydney City, currently is 
among the most physical in 
the country. 

Indeed, I rate its com- 
petitiveness as the team’s 

quality from a trophy- 
winning point of view. 


Interestingly enough it was 
after playing in the spiteful 





game recently against 
Sydney City that Macdougall 
made his statement about 
the physical way the gameis 
played here. 

Recently we saw the slickers 
involved in another spiteful 
game with Marconi where 
four players were sent off — 
‘almost an unheard of occur- 
rence in a top soccer game a 
few years ago. 

In the truly manly art of com- 
peting for the ball, players 
are probably less aggressive 
today than they were years 

0 


ago. 

It is the use of elbows to the 
head, cynical kicking and 
tackling over the ball and 
so on which are producing 
much of the “aggro’”’ in 
today’s soccer. 

A similar point of view 
certainly could be made 
about Rugby League and I 
am sure the same accusing 
finger can be pointed at 
Aussie Rules in Melbourne. 

Referees often seem to find it 
difficult to distinguish be- 
tween deliberate violent 
play and accidental fouls. 

Consequently you find forth- 


4 not as rough as P 


right, honest players being 

booked for missed tackles 

while cynical ‘‘hackers’’ 
often escape punishment. 

The yellow card system often 
causes players to be sent off 
for what are sometimes re- 
latively minor double in- 
fringements where truly 
violent kicking, punching 
and elbowing do not produce 
the same fate. 

Nevertheless referees do not 
produce violent play, except 
where they are too lenient 
especially early in a game, 
as some say Peter Rampley 
was in the aforementioned 
Marconi Slickers game and 
others also claimed referee 
Tim Davies was in the vio- 
lent Saints-Slickers game. 

Generally however, it has to 
be said that it is players who 
are violent and referees who 
have to punish them. 

If our game is now more phy- 
sical than the English lea- 
gue, which is rated as the 
hardest and most aggressive 
in the world, then there have 
to be reasons for this. 

I mentioned previously the 
lack of skill which feeds on 
itself, with coaches asking 
for more competitiveness to 
compensate. 





Valery Lobanovsky 
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new Soviet boss 
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correspondent 


Dynamo Kiev coach Valery Lobanovsky has 
been appointed to manage the Soviet national 
team in succession to Konstantin Beskov. 


Lobanovsky, 43, was chief 
assistant to Beskov at the 
World Cup finals in Madrid 
last month, when the team 
reached the second round. 

It was not immediately 
clear if Beskoy had been dis- 
missed or when exactly Loba- 
novsky had been appointed. 
The Soviet Press was highly 
critical of Beskov’s leadership 
after the Soviet squad went out 
of the finals after a goalless 
draw with Poland. 

The newspaper Trud said at 
the time: ‘“‘There was no real 
leader of the team and without 
this no team can expect 
success in the World Cup.” 
Trud charged that what it des- 
cribed as Beskov’s ‘‘coaching 
collective’’ had argued over 
strategy and training, affect- 
ing the team’s overall per- 
formance. 

Lobanovsky played left wing 
for Dynamo Kiev for 10 years 
until the mid-1960s and was 
capped for his country twice. 

After a three-year spell 
playing for other Soviet clubs, 
he coached Dnepr Dnepropet- 
rovsk and finally Dynamo 
Kiev, helping the latter to win 
the European Cup-Winners 
Cup in 1975. 

The Soviet news agency 
Tass said Lobanovsky would 
stay with Dynamo Kiev until 
the end of the season before 
devoting himself entirely to 
managing the national side.

Then there is the aggressive 
character of Australian so- 
ciety, plus the modern 
worldwide trend to more un- 
controlled violence. 


I do not believe that we should 
passively allow ourselves to 
be caught up in such violen- 
ce, where skill can never 
flourish. 


Linesmen need to be more 
active in the game, as they 
are in Rugby League where 
they report players for be- 
hind-the-play violence which 
is prevalent in League and is 
becoming more so in soccer, 
with players taking advan- 
tage of the ref with his back 
turned. 


Recurring violent play by the 
same player over a period of 
months or years should pro- 
duce a longer penalty. Again 
Rugby League in NSW has 
set a pattern there. 

In NSW State League soccer, a 
week’s suspension sees to 
be mandatory for almost 
every player, irrespective of 
his previous history or the 
gravity of the offence he has 
committed 

We tell our junior coaches they 
must develop skill in their 
young players. 

Must this skill then be retar- 
ded as youngsters reach pro- 
fessional ranks and learn 
predominately how to des- 
troy. then face players wko 
have similar conditioning? 

It would be nice to read a 
statement by a skilful Eu- 
ropean player guesting here 
in 15 years time -that he 
found the level of skill sur- 
prisingly high. 

Certainly it would make better 
reading to me than Ted Mac- 
dougall’s comment that we 
play the game tougher than 
in England.

Ask most PSL stop- 
pers and they'll tell you that 
the youngster can be a hand- 
ful when he’s on song. With 
nine goals to date in his first 
PSL season he’s been one of 
the reasons that KB has 
climbed off the bottom of the 
league ladder and swept 
away all relegation fears.

“Don't get me wrong.

And as for KB, our two 
Scottish imports this year, 
Jim Hamilton and Stuart 
Robertson, steadied things 
down for us. They were able 
to get the ball and hold it 
when we were under pres- 
sure and the team started to 
believe in itself. That's why 
we've got good results re- 
cently.

been successful enough. 

“There's been a bit of talk 
about us moving away from 
the International Sports 
Centre to a ground at Lake 
Macquarie.

Anyway it’s 
just a rumor; there’s nothing 
concrete yet.”’ 

Another rumor going 
around is that Lowe will be 
selected next week in the 
Socceroo squad to prepare 
for an Asian nations tourna- 
ment in Singapore later this 
year.

Lowe has few regrets 
about his decision so far. He 
played for northern NSW in

Now he’s set for senior 
Socceroo selection. 

Who knows what heights 
this elusive young ‘striker 
can reach.

While soccer is aiming to topple Rugby League in Sydney and 
while RL is keeping a wary eye on soccer — Aussie Rules now 
looks like a big threat to become the No. 1 football code here. 

The recent 20,000 crowd at the Swans’ match at the cricket 
ground easily outstripped everything the two rival codes could 


produce. 


We can look at VFL in bewilderment, we can analyse and then 
ridicule the game as a primitive form of jumping exercise by 
overgrown fleas — but we cannot deny its pulling power. 

It seems to appeal, more than any other football code, to the aver- 
age Aussie; it produces all the action and footballing refine- 
ment needed by a large section of the public. 

I know Zico or Rossi are absolute artists compared to these shirt- 
less giants; I know soccer is a more sophisticated sport with an 
infinite range of varieties; I know soccer is played in some 140 
countries around the world. I know all that. 

But all that doesn’t wash with a public here which, in alarmingly 
large numbers, appear to have a poor taste. 

The grotesque aspect of the VFL’s succes is that it is likely to 
hurt Rugby League more than soccer in Sydney. If that’s any 


consolation.

Remember those bitter arguments in many European countries 
about the value of imported players? 'Course you do. Many 
people claimed that star imports take away places from local 
talent, stifle junior development and eventually cause the 


ruination of national teams. 


Well — some may do just that. Spain, which for years has been 
the luxurious refuge of the continent’s and even South Amer- 
ica’s greedy superstars, did atrociously at the World Cup. So 


did a colorless Belgium. 
But then what about Italy? 


They re-opened their doors to foreigners only some two or three 
years ago, wisely limiting their number to two per club. 

Consequently, all clubs chose and bought extremely carefully, im- 
porting such quality players as Brady, Juary, Falcao, Prohas- 
ka, Schachtner, Van Der Korput and a few others. 


And Italy won the World Cup. 


Which goes to prove that foreigners can make a thriving soccer 
set-up even better in one country — and act as depressants in 


another. 


We'd better keep this well in mind in Australia where, from time 
to time, this subject raises its ageing head.
